39. A method of treating treating incontinence in an individual while 
diminishing adverse side effects, the method comprising the step of administering to the 
individual a total dose of about 0.1 to about 10 mg/day of an optically pure (S,S) reboxetine, 
or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof, said. optically pure (S,S) reboxetine being 
substantially free of (R,R) reboxetine. 




41 . A method of treating or preventing incontinence, the method 
comprising the step of administering a therapeutically effective dose of racemic reboxetine or 
a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof to an individual.
